T. J. Vinci, general organizer of the American Federation of 
Labor in the Chicago district made even a more, defiant cry when he declared that "The 
strike won't stop until steel-workers become the lawmakers at Washington." 


While many editorial writers outside the labor press take these and other statements 


of the strike leaders as an indication that (hey aim at nothing less than industrial revolu- 
tion, The New Majority, of Chicago, organ of the Labor party, counters with a charge of 
'•high treason" against Judge Gary, of the United States Steel Corporation, because he 
denied the strikers ''their constitutional rights of free speech, press and assemblage," and 
it affirms, "he has set himself and his steel trust up in defiance of the Government and 
Constitution of the United States .as superior to them." 


Concerning the union demand for increased wages the labor leaders admit, according 


to a correspondent of the Xew York Tribune, that the wages to employees of the steel in- 
dustry have increased about one hundred per cent in the last four years, but "even this 
increase has not sufficed to improve their originally wretched conditions. 
They tell of 


human beings living like cattle in miserable shacks and hovels. The answer of the em- 
ployers to this contention is that with the foreigners in the mill and furnaces the rate of 
pay has nothing to do with the standard of li ving, as the purpose of this class of laborers 
is not to live well, but to live as poorly as possible in order to save as much money as pos- 
sible, usually with the intention of returning to Europe when a certain sized stake has been 
attained. " The employers support their cont "ntion by pointing to a scale of wages ranging 
from $3.50 to $6.00 a day for unskilled help, and from' $7.00 to $80.00 a day for skilled help.

•ent below there to be re-assemble'! 
for hauling coal cars from the drives 
to the bottom of the shaft. This lo- 
comotive is really the same in prin- 
ciple as the ordinary automobile ex- 
oep* that It runs on rails. 


PULL 60 CARS. 


The machine has a clutch lover, a 


reverse, a brake, all operated from 
the rear end of the machine just as 
•n automobile would be operated ex- 
cept that there are no fancy nickel 
fixings. 
It can haul sixty mine cars 


of coal, sixty tons, weighs nine tons 
itself and has a speed of eight miles 
an hour. 


Owing to its weight and size it 


will be taken apart to be sent to the 
bottom of the shaft where about a 
mile of heavy track has been laid 
for its use.
